If it be true that only one fair has 
been held in Atlanta, at least since 
the terms served by Colonel Nisbet 
and myself, and none of the money of 
the society was lost at that particular 
fair, there can be no force in this new 
Statement. 

If Macon desires the state fair 
for the next year, would it not 
be better to abandon further ad- 
vertisement of the failure to pay 
premiums in 1894 and go to work 
to have the citizens who consti- 
tuted the Macon Exposition 9 m- 
pany and held a fair under the 
auspices of the state society in 
1894, promptly redeem the pledges 
made to their exhibitors? 


So far as I have seen, it has not 
been suggested that the city of Macon, 
as such, should pay the premiums 
claimed by exhibitors at the Dixie 
Interstate fair. As the exposition was 
advertised as an interstate fair, it 
would seem that tha society should 
not meet the obligation. 
is peculiarly a state institution. As 
the exposition company evidently in- 
tended to share the profits, if any, 
that might accrue from the results of 
the fair, really it would seem that the 
company should at least prevent the 
damage now being done the 
of Macon in the matter so unfortu- 
nately before the public. 

{f am the pronounced friend of the 
people of Macon. I have received, 
sonally and officially, many courtesies 
at the hands of this generous and 
hospitabla people. 

Ii will be unwise, if I may be 
allowed to say, to attempt to hold 
a fair without some satisfactory 
guarantee of the payment of pre- 
miums offered. It will not do to 
expect to have premiums paid by 
money won at Atlanta or any 
other place. The company or or- 
ganization holding the fair must 
have its own personal credit be- 
hind it or such backing as ought 
to have been found in the Macon 
Exposition Company and as was 
found in the responsible business 
men whe were behind the recent 
splendid success in this city.
